ARMY PLANS PUT 
IN WILSON’S HANDS 


2,000,000 Men to Be Train- 
ed—Fighting Machine to 
Be Built Exclusively of 
Men in Their Twenties. 


Washington, April 4.—Detailed plans 
of the war department for raising an 
army numbering millions if that is 
necessary “to bring the government 
of the German empire to terms,” were 
placed in President Wilson’s hands to- 
day in the form of a bill, prepared 
by the general staff and reviewed and 
revised in part by Secretary Baker and 
the general officers who are his mil- 
itary advisers. 

Wllsen Appreves Basis. 

The president, as commander-in- 
chief, already has approved the basis 
adopted for the war army, and prep- 
arations have been made at the war 
department for presenting the meas- 
ure to the military committees of con- 
gress. Secretary Baker said today it 
would go to the house and senate com- 
mittees as soon as the war resolution 
had been adopted. Major General 
Scott, chief of staff, will explain the 
plan and the military reasons for the 
need to train the number of men the 
bill will produce. This is believed to 
be not less than 2,000,000 to be trained 
within two years. 

In the navy department, Secretary 
Daniels announced during the day 
that contracts for approximately 200 
submarine chasers. and coast patrol 
boats had been let and additional con- 
tracts were being signed each day. 
Preparations to take into the service 
a huge fleet of small motor craft for 
inshore patrol work also are being 
completed.

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TEXT OF THE RESOLUTION 
DECLARING STATE OF WAR 


Washington, April 4.—The text of 
the war resolution follows: 

“Whereas, the imperial German 
government has committed repeat- 
ed acts of war against the govern- 
ment and the people of the United 
States of America; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the senate and 
house“ of representatives of the 
United States of America, in con- 
gress assembled, that the state of 
war between the United States and 
the imperial German. government 
which has thus been thrust upon 
the United States is hereby for- 
mally declared; and that the presi- 
dent be and he is hereby authorized 
and directed to employ the entire 
naval and military forces of the 
United States and the resources of 
the government to carry on war 
against the imperial German gov- 
ernment; and to bring the conflict 
to a successful termination, all of 
the resources of the country are 


hereby pledged by the congress of 
the United States.”

WILSON 1S ABUSED 
BY GERMAN PRESS 


London, April 4.—Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent ways President Wil- 
son's address to congress has been an- 
swered in the German press by a storm 
of abuse. He quotes The Rhenische 
Westfalische Zeitung as saying: 

“Beyond striving for gold the Ameri- 
cans have no ideal. They think every- 
thing can be achieved by gold. Their 
megalomania makes a grotesque im- 
pression on us Germans.” 

The newspaper expresses the belief 
that the accession of the United States 
by the entente allies will mean only 
transitory addition to their strength. 
It declares that Germany will take up 
the glove thus thrown down and will 
wage the fight thus proclaimed against 
her with such energy that the “gold- 
sated yankees” will be stnpefied. 

The article concludes by giving rea- 
sons for believing that the collapse of 
Germany's enemies is imminent. It 
says; : 

“Great events are pending in the 
west. The gray epectre of starvation 
stretches its claws over England. 
Chaos reigna in Russia. It is too late 
United States to change the 
coming decision.”

New York, April 4.—Executive offi-

British Public Perplexed. 

Pending the decision of congress, the 
ministers and responsible officials in 
London hesitate to make any public 
expression of their ideas and senti- 
ments on American co-operation with 
the allies. *The present mood of the 
British public is perplexed. On the one 
hand they have daily evidence from the 
western front of the splendid success 
of the allies’ continuing advance; on 
the other hand the war office is con- 
stantly insisting upon the urgency of 
providing more men for the front, and 
the ministers are imposing increasing 
food restrictions, warning the country 
that still greater sacrifices than any 
yet endured will be needed. 

There were two instances of thig to- 
day. General Robertson, chief of the 
imperial staff at army headquarters, 
declared that the Germans are now 
stronger by a million men than at any 
time before and that the struggle will 
entail heavy sacrifices and greater de- 
termination. 

Winston Spencer Churchill in the 
house of commons, in the course of a 
discussion of the air service, referred 
to America’s entry into the war as 
“Gad-granted aid to struggling Chris- 
tendom“ and declared that but for this 
aid no prudent man could have said 
that the issue of the war was settled. 

Terrible Months to Come. 

Never since the victory of the Marne 
had the position been more serious, 
added Mr. Churchill, and even with 
America in the struggle, a most op- 
pressive situation lay before the na- 
tion and the most vehement efforts 
were needed.

Birmingham, Ala., April 4.— Reports 
that agents of the imperial German 
government are using Elm Grove, & 
negro settlement near Greensboro, N. 
C., as headquarters for a campaign to 
incite southern negroes against the 
government of the United States today 
were confirmed by local federal agents. 
The alleged activities, according to the 
officials here, have extended to the 
tobacco and cotton belts of Georgia, | 
Alabama, the Carolinas and parts o 
Florida. These efforts, however, have 
met with no success, it was said. Sev- 
eral attempts to ‘induce negroes to rise | 
against the ‘whites in the Birmingham | 
district have been frustrated, the offi- | 
cials declared. 

These efforts, however, have met 
with little sympathy among the ne- 
groes, who have pledged themselves in 
large numbers to support the president 
and render whatever service they could 
to the nation in case of war. Several 
attempts to induce negroes to rise 
against the whites in tne Birmingham 
district have met with no success, the 
officials declared, but in some parts of 
the black belts of Georgia and Ala- 
bama the Teutonic agents have suc- 
ceeded in appealing to the negroes to 
an extent requiring some precautions. 


Allied With Exedus. 


The alleged work of the Germans in 
the south is believed by the federal 
agents to be closely allied to the re- 
cent exodus from the cotton belt to 
northern industrial centers of large 
bodies of negro laborers. 

Rumors have reached here that farm- 
ers in some agricultural districts have 
formed Ku-Klux Klans to meet possi- 
ble uprisings or disaffection, but these 
have not been confirmed by federal au- 
thorities here. 

Government agents declared today 
that information reaching them led to 
the belief that in the event war with 
Germany is declared efforts will be 
made by German agents to induce ne- 
groes to migrate to Mexico with a view 
to crippling industries in the south 
which depend on negro labor. 

At the United States marshal's office 
in Jacksonville, Fla., today it was ad- 
mitted that a close watch is being 
maintained by federal officers for pos- 
sible efforts of German agents to incite 
the negroes. Reports reaching there, it 
was said, indicate that such efforts 
have met with no success. 


Organized Movement. 


New Orleans, April 4.—Federal au- 
thorities here admitted today that they 
have discovered evidence in the last 
few weeks indicating the existence’ of 
an organized German movement to in- 
cite negroes in parts of Louisiana and 
the United States 


Mississippi against 
government. 

It was stated several Germans have 
been arrested recently in Mississippi 
euspected of such activity. 

Among the promises alleged to have 
been made to the negroes, according to 
federal agents, were complete franchise 
freedom and political and social equal- 
ity, if the negroes pledged themselves 
to aid Germany in event of War with 
the United States. The names of per- 
sons arrested in connection with the 
investigations and the localities were 
withheld. 

German Agents Watched. 


Jacksonville, Fla., April 4.—The 
United States marshal’s office here to- 
day admitted that a watch is being 
maintained for activity on the part of 
Germans or pro-Germans hostile to the 
United States in conspiring to incite 
negroes to arms against the govern- 
ment. It is understood that for some 
days efforts have been made to en- 
courage the negro population to cause 
trouble but so far as s known no suc- 


cess has been met. |

“To avert this it will be necessary for 
every farmer to plant so many acres of food 
crops to the plow and raise a sufficient 
number of hogs, poultry, etc., for his own 
use and to have a good garden and keep 
one or more cows. As food is scarce the 
world over he will get high prices for all 
he sells.

New York, April 4.— Appeals to pa- 
triotic young Americans to enlist in 
the army, navy and marine corps soon 
will blaze in electric lights along New 
York’s “Great White Way,” it was an- 
nounced tonight. Many of the great 
electrical contrivances which have 
spread the fame of Broadway to all 
parts of the world, have been donated 
to the government to aid in the re- 
cruiting campaign, In addition, the 
large stores have offered the use of 
their show windows for the display 
of army and navy posters and litera- 
ture. 

Henry Reuterdahl, the American ma- 
rine painter, today began work on a 
picture which, it.was said, would be 
emblazoned on a great illuminated 
sign visible along Broadway for many 
blocks. In front of theaters, restau- 
rants and hotels there is alr y an 
elaborate display of American flags, 
with posters here and there, announc- 
ine “Your Country Calls You,” and 
similar patriotic appeals. 

The impetus which was given to 
recruiting of the various army and 
navy stations yesterday after the 
president's war message to congress, 
continued unabated today. Crowds of 
young men flocked to the stations. 
eager to join the colors. ousands of 
telephone girls here were enlisted by 
the na department as récruiti 
agents. Their work, it was said, would 
be to “talk up” the navy to all the 
young men they know and urge them 
to enlist. 

Officers of the American Red Cross 
issued a statement that twenty wom- 
en’s organizations had asked to be 
enrolled as Red Cross auxiliaries, 
while scores of women volunteered 
their services at the organizatéon’s 
work rooms.

From here he will go to Memphis, New 
Orleans and other southern cities upon 
a two weeks’ tour of the south.

Agricultural Preparedness. 

Discussing agricultural prepared- 
ness for the south, Dr. Vrooman said: 

“The south needs to be agricultural- 
ly prepared and mobilized at this crit- 
icai moment in our history, because tne 
south is peculiarly dependent on the 
rest of the country for her food sup- 
ply. The south must develop her tood 
resources and her system or food dis- 
tribution to the hignest point of effi- 
ciency. War means that the present 
serious shortage of freight care wiil 
becomes even more serious. 

“It is essential that every possible 
food resource of the southern states be 
developed to its fullest capacity this 
summer, and that reliance be not placed 
on the cotton crop alone. It may be 
that substitutes for staple foods will 
have to become a part of the southern 
diet. Soy beans and cowpeas, for ex- 
ample, would ease up the meat situa- 
tion, for both aré excellent protein 
sources for human food, and if wheat 
flour is difficult to get, bread can be 
made of flour in conjunction with po- 
tatoes, corn meal and rice. 

“The department of agriculture is 
urging each ‘section of the country to 
become as nearly as practicable agri- 
culturally independent. self - 
sufficiency in food productions means 
that every section of the country 
should raise its own corn, wheat, oats, 
hay and live stock as far as possible. 
Each city should use all available va- 
cant lots for truck gardens and chicken 


yards. — 
Special Appropriation. 

“Congress has been asked by the 
president to make a ‘special appropria- 
tfon of 6400, to enable the trade 
commission and the department of 
agriculture to handle the question of 
food distribution. Everyone knows that 
at present it costs entirely too much 
and takes entirely too long to get food 
from the roducer to the consumer. 
The federal government, however, is 
powerless to cope with the present 
acute situation until congress has 
given it funds and men to work the 
thing out. 

“Under normal conditions, there 
would be at this time enough food in 
the country to feed the entire popula- 
tion and do a thriving export business 
in addition. But these are not normal 
conditions. The belligerent nations are 
going on short rations,.and it is up 
to us to furnish increasing quantities 
of food to our.allies. The wheat crop 
of the world does not promise well this 
year, although it is too early to pre* 
dict the size of the crop for the United 
States. There is every reason for the 
strictest economy in the use of food, 
the strictest efficiency in the distribu, 
tion of food, and the utmost use of

REBUTTAL TESTIMONY 
OFFERED BY CARRIERS 


Thursday’s session of the rate hear- 
ing before the state railroad commis- 
sion was ‘devoted to rebuttal testimony 
on the part of the petitioning carriers. 

Randall Clifton, freight traffic man- 
ager of the Southern railway, outlined 
before the commission the reason why, 
in the view of the carriers, the rates 
from the Georgia ports to Georgia in- 
terior points cannot be made as low as 
_{the rates from interior points to the 
ports, Mr. Clifton explained that in 
order that shippers at the Ohio river 
crossings and in the west might be en- 
abled to meet water competition from 
the eastern centers at the south At- 
lantic ports, including Savannah and 
Brunswick, the interstate commerce 
commission had allowed low rates to be 
established from the Ohio river cross- 
ings to the ports. Rates from inter- 
mediate points, as Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga, to the ports were then made 
on the scale from the Ohlo river cross- 
ings. The carriers propose, he said, 
that the intrastate rates from inte- 
Georgia points to the Geor- 
gia ports now made on the 
basis of the interstate rates from the 
Ohio river crossings, but because of 
the fact that similar competitive con- 
ditions do not exist for goods moving in 
the opposite direction — that is, from the 
ports—the carriers do not feel that 
they can afford rates as low as those 
aren to meet the water rates at the 
ports. 

Mr. Clifton stated that while, in in- 
stances due to extraordinary competi- 
tive conditions, the rates from the Ohio 
river to intermediate points might be 
lower, mile for mile, than rates for the 
same distance in Georgia, that the body 
of the rates from the Ohlo river, com- 
pared with the body of the proposed 
rates in Georgia, is higher than the 
body of the proposed rates in Georgia.

“Wanted—A National Spirit 
Whitney Warren From Front 
Urges Our Participation 


(Whitney Warren in New York Sun.) 

The crisis which has. now been forced 
upon us should arouse our national spirit 
from the dreams and the habit of indecision. 

As a country we have lost more than 


words can express in not joining in this 
great battle for the freedom of the world: 
morally, at first, with all that entails, name- 
ly, financially and physically, if need be. We 
must drop the shell of pretense that our only 
thought has been of peace. As long as we 
pursued, even feebly, a policy of preparedness 
we were getting ready for war. 

When I returned recently from abroad I 
was criticised for saying that the peace pro- 
posals of our president produced a deplor- 
able effect in Europe. That was not a per- 
sonal opinion, but the report of an actual 
condition. As a matter of fact, when the 
war began every American citizen was in- 
formed by the president that it was in no way 
any of his business, that we should not med- 
dle in the affairs of Europe; but evidently 
after having been on the outside for two and 
a half years we are beginning to feel, now 
that the end is in sight, that we would like 
to be on the inside in one way or another. 

The dilly-dallying which has gone on 
during this time has been to no purpose. It 
has not even served as a call for adequate 
preparation. of either military or naval 
forces. Naval authorities in general believe 
that the present secretary of the navy is 
an incompetent official and has succeeded in 
completely demoralizing his department, and 
yet he is kept at his post, stumbling along 
as best he can. If this is not so it would be 
encouraging to hear the contrary from some 
member of the service, with the exception, 
perhaps, of a certain rear admiral, who has 
jumped over 129 of his brother officers. As 
to the army, one of the most humiliating 
fiascos of our history was the ili-starred 
punitive expedition to Mexico and the sad 
marching along the border of ill-equipped 
and poorly trained citizen soldiery, a fit 
climax indeed for a philandering program of 
too watchful waiting. 

Convincing Proof. 

Such dismal failures offer convincing 
proof that the real path to preparedness lies 
in universal military training, which to this 
country is most precious in that it develops 
and keeps alive a spirit of democracy and 
which it would seem we are gradually los- 
ing. It has been my privilege to have been 
much on the lime of the armies of France, 
of Italy and of Great Britain. Nowhere can 
be seen a more convincing illustration of 
how fighting for the cause of a country 
makes all men democrats and brothers; ev- 
ery man, without regard to his social status, 
his breed or hig creed, should be required 
to serve the state. Under this condition 
service becomes a privilege. 

The reason that so many Americans have 
resented the idea of adequate preparedness 
has been a venal one. It was because they 
would have been taxed for it, They would 
rather have luxury than apéfilery. They are 
willing to make millions on munitions fo 
others, but they do not care to go down in 
their own pockets to furnish funds for na- 
tional defense. We are too prone to spend 
our money on our backs and on our beilies. 

What this country needs is a chief to lead 
it away from fts tleshpots. Such a task 
will require no provincial, no self-satisfied 
pedant, but a man of the world in its broad- 
est sense. We need not a spokesman but a 
man of action. In times of national stress, 
when public sentiment is deeply stirred, in- 
spired leaders are developed. England has 
Lioyd-George; France, Briand; italy, the 
king and intrepid Cardona, while we have 
literally no one, because we have been given 
a soporific draft, which has killed all sense of 
the ideals for which we were supposed to 


stand. 

The results that the allies have attained 
have been due to unity of spirit and able 
leadership. Great Britain, unprepared as she 
was, has done well because she was inspired 
by unity of tradition. While France acted 
as her buffer on land, she called to the colors 
and trained her loyal sons. At the same 
time, with her fleet she swept the enemy 
from the seas. The situation which would 
confront us in a war with Germany presents 
somewhat the same problem. The powers of 
the entente would be our buffer while we 
carried out the preparations for war which 
we have so long delayed. Remember, the 
British fleet is our bulwark and the French 
army our rampart! 

This great conflict must impress upon us 
that war is the greatest of modern sciences, 
It requires all the resources of the country 
and months and years of preparation. In 
1914 the army of Great Britain consisted of 
barely 100,000 men, and their efficiency was 
about that of the soldiers of the Crimea. 
The soldiery of the United States, as far as 
its relative importance is concerned, is about 
the same as it was in the war of the revo- 
luton, minus, unhappily, the spirit of 76. 

Vietory in Sight. 

After nearly three years of warfare, the 
allies are now in sight of victory. Their 
courage and morale are of the best, munition 
stores are ready, and yet in spite of all this

A perfectly normal, 100 per cent baby, 
had the usual difficulty in taking nourish- 
ment.

Before he ar- 
rived baby suddenly became limp and purple. 
Doctor applied hot bath. Drove fishwife out. 
Ordered daily bath, daily change of clothing, 
and a change to lighter clothing at night 


Also ordered four hours in the open air (baby 
three weeks old, month of March) each day. 


In a few days baby was as good as new. 

Had the mother been educated, camphor 
poisoning could not have occurred, for the 
baby would have been bathed every day and 
treated to clean clothing. The mother, how- 
ever, had only an American education. She 
had only a high school and college training, 
which, of course, does not fit a woman for 
motherhood, 

3 Every girl in high school should be taught 
how to care for a healthy baby. It is de- 
plorable that the human race, the civilized 
part of it, which ignores and tramples down 
all instinct, still leaves the care of the human 
young largely to instinct. Women marry and 
approach the great work, the greatest thing 
in the world, utterly ignorant of the first 
principles of motherhood. Women’s organ- 
izations are interested in every other line of 
uplift excepting only the uplift of mother- 
hood itself.

As the army officers will not have 


the 
property directly, bids should be made 
to the chamber of commerce, including 
a full description of the land, its ad- 
vantages as to water and railroad fa- 
cilities and a reasonable rental figure. 

While this temporary camp has no 
connection with the permanent can- 
tonment, planned by the war depart- 
ment, it became known Wednesday 
that Atlanta's chances of securing that 
camp were exceedingly favorable. 

“T was not at all surprised at the 
reports from Washington indicating 
that Atlanta would probably win the 
cantonment for the Atlanta-Chattanoo- 
ga district,” said Ivan E. Allen, presi- 
‘dent of the chamber of commerce Wed- 
nesday, “as I have been in possession 
of reliable information for some time 
that Atlanta would in all probability 
be chosen. Of course, no definite an- 
nouncement can be forthcoming from 
the war department until after con- 
gress has acted on the military bill. 

Belleves Atlanta Is Favored. 

“Tl was advised by Secretary of War 
Baker, however, when he was in At- 
lanta recently in connection with the 
nitrate plant hearing to go right ahead 
with our plans for the cantonment 
and I have every reason to believe 
that the government is inclined to 
favor us, particularly as no other city 
in the southeast can compare with At- 
lanta in the climatic and railroad fa- 
cilities offered. 

“We-spent a good deal of money on 
the proposition, assembling 18 or 20 
sites, including 10 to 12 thousand acres 
of land, which we submitted to the 
officers of the government. Our sites 
were carefully inspected 4 Major 
Winston, who seemed favorably im- 

ressed with our proposition, and he 

s made his report to the govern- 
ment. We have even gone so far as 
to secure guarantees from the city and 
county that adequate school facilities 
will be provided for whatever site the 
government may select. 

“Taking everything into considera- 
tion I feel reasonably sure that Atlan- 
ta whbil be the place selected for the 
permanent training camp which, un- 
der a universal military service re- 
gime, would probably inctude the en- 
tire department of the southeast. There 
will be six or seven such cantonments 
located in the country. It is one of 
the biggest propositions, fraught with 
great responsibilities for the future of 
Atlanta, that the chamber has ever 
had under consideration.”

The announcement, made 
from the tribune, evoked a storm of 
applause and soon the entire palace 
echoed with shouts and hurrahs. im: | 
promptu meetings were at once held 
in the foyer, where orators explained 
to the soldiers the enormous impor- 
Ly rag of President Wilson’s declara- 
on. 
Ideal Side of War Em ze d · 

Dr. Paul Milukoff, the foreign min- 
ister, when he received the news, said: 
“This. was expected, but I do not yet 
know how correct the information is. 
The ideal side of the war is once-more 
emphasized’ by the intervention of 
America. For me it becomes still 
clearer under these circumstances that 
without victory there can be no peace. 
There is no doubt that each new inter- 
vention hastens. the denouement. 

“If there are no further waverings 
and if the new attempts of the Ger- 
man chancellor are taken at their 
proper value and as they ought to be 
taken: that is to say, as provocative 
‘attempts, then we win co-operation 
with all nations striving to realize the 
highest ideals of ‘humanity, shall swift- 
ly and surely approach a victorious 
conclusion.” 

Michael Rodzianko,” president of the 
aum, said: “I welcome the decision 
of the United States. America’s in- 
tervention on the side of: the powers at 
war with Germany is the best guaran- 
tee of an early victory over the Ger · 
mans.“ 

Street manlfestations occurred 
throughout Petrograd in honor of the 


occasion. The Bourse Gazette, in an 
editorial, says: 
“The United States joining in the 


coalition against Germany is especially 
significant at the moment of the Rus- 
sian revolution. The United States in 
proceeding against Germany has no 
aims of conquest, annexation or im 
rialism. The intervention of the Unit- 
ed States is to the fullest extent demo- 
cratic opposition to German militant 
imperialism There is an inevitable 
analogy between the position of the 
United States and the position taken 
by the Russian democracy. Against 
Germany now are all the great democ- 
racies of the world.
